In Camp at Mad Lake, 


Sept. 25, 191 


Editor Evening leu*g~aph: 
Dear Sir: 


I am alone in camp 
in the most 
beautiful spot I have ever seen 
Mv 
brother Jim tfnd the guide* and dogs 
have gone up the divide to look for 
a cougar, or mountain lion. 
Jim lo- 
vatod his den this morning, but as 
be was alone and the den was down 
in the deep pot hole, In* was a little 
afraid to go down alone. He declar­ 
ed he got an odor which 
the guide* 
said was a cougar. 1 am Inclined 
to 
think it was a marmot or pole cat, 
and as I got my workout 
climbing 
this morning I declined 
to accom­ 
pany them. 


As T said before, this is the most 
charming spot I have ever seen. The 
lake covers perhaps live acres. It is 
a spring lake, clear as crystal and 
very deep, it Is way up in the main 
divide of the Cascades, 
5,9 00 feel 
above the sea. It is set like? a gem in 


*60010 large meadow«. The lake is a 
fisherman’s paradise. This morning 
we took a cinch 
rope 
and bound 
three logs together, making a raft, 
and in one hour two of us caught 0 1 
“ cut-throat” trout. The largest meas­ 
ured 17 inches. W e brought in some 
salmon eggs and 
thr* hook 
would 
hardly touch the* water till a trout 
would take it. W e fished until we had 
enough and then quit. The guide fold 
me that two fishermen this summer 
caught 400 trout 
here in one? day 
How F wish George I.aing or some of 
our enthusiastic flsherjnen route re 
here. One can «imply catch trout un­ 
til his arms tire out casting. They 
are so plentiful that it is not much 
sport to fish. When cooked they are 
the finest fish in 
the w'orld.. 
For 
our dinner today we fried six frying 
pans full, which with baking powder 
biscuits, honey and coffee, make 
a 
feast lit for King Edward himself. 


As you might, infer, from our alti­ 
tude, it is very 
cold up here, even 
now at 4 o'clock, 
while the «uri is 
shining brightly, the ground is be­ 
ginning to freeze and I am com pelled 
to start a fire. W e have no stove, bu 
cook over an open fire. However with 
the aid of a Dutch oven we are able 
to prepare meals not *«> be equaled at 
any first class hotel. At night we get 
a big log for a back-log and build a 
big fire in front of the tent, and it i- 
surprising how warm a tent will keep 
as long as the fire lasts. But it get 
pretty chilly before morning and 1 
fellow is glad to crawl into a sweater 
and Mackinaw coat to save what lit­ 
tle bodily heat 1« left. This morning 
we had to break an inch of ice to ge< 
water for our coffee, and as our outfit 
does not include a was!) dish, we use 
the large wash dish 
which m*. ur« 


has placed at our disposal. 


This morning we took about a ten 
mile walk prospecting for bear signs. 
W e had expected to find bear here, 
but the berry crop was a failure and 
we found no fresh sign 
In the* morn 
ing we w ill saddle our riding horsc*s 
and go about twenty mileg to 
fb« 
head of Entiat river Where we will 
see what the indications arc* for bear. 
When we get to this point we will be 
within fen miles of ,Lako Chelan 
If 
we find nothing favorable there we 
will go south to the Tyre mountains, 
where one* of our guides is sure of 
game. 


The trip in here was one of the 
most beautiful drives 
I ever took. 
The whole way through yellow pine 
forests as yet untouched by the ax. 
The trail was easy with the* excep­ 
tion of the* last eight miles, where we 
came up into the crest 
of the* Cas­ 
cades. Here* the trail followed an old 


Hi wash Judean frail, which was up 
and down 
but mostly up. 
As the* 
guide remarked, the “ cl 
n Indians I 
always go up just for tin- fun of go-| 
ing down.” However, the* last, three!

And, 
as in a good m any sim ilar instances, 
the in no cent suffer w ith the guilty un ­ 
less they are so situated that they 
can And a special m ark e t for their j 
g ua ra n te e d eggs, 
as m any do.

show ing w ha t the loss In these stale 
a n d addled eggs ntnoifuts to m ay be ( 
cited ji record thut w as kept of 258,096 !

Another way Is to ptck the 
fruit to be kept carefully, so ns not to 
bruise, an d w rap each apple nicely 
an d pack in u lx>\ <>r barrel a n d place 
In the coolest part of tho cellar. A fter 
tho cold w eather comes on the fruit 
tuay l>e mov ed to nn upsta irs bed­ 
room. w here the te m perature will bo 
lower tha n in the cellar. 
In the case 
of apples to be kept in eithe r cold 
storage or Cellar tt has been found 
that the fruit that is full ripe an d has 
a m axim um am ount of s ug a r dev el­ 
oped will keep the longest.
